2. About 200 m. from the building two concrete squares were erected for transmitting 

posts and an underground reinforced concrete shelter . was Jjuilt about 1°° nufrom 
the building. The transmitting posts were to he 300 m, high, higher ^ _ 

transmitter at Lihlice.2 These are supposed to be the strongest transmitters in 
Czechoslovakia, including Jamming station transmitters. Detectors for 

illegal transmitters are to be located here also. 

3. Two flbors of the new building were to be used as the receiving 

5 for the radar stations at Praded3, 70 kilometers away, Svaty Kopecek (P5P/®96), 

25 Kilometers away, and Marianske Vrchy, .40 kilometers away. 

1.1 Comment: At first the buildings were surrounded by signs saying, 2 5X1 
"Building of” the new post office - no admittance". But at the beginning of 
1951 the army sent a guard of thirteen men from the military garrison a 
Olomouc to guard the area. This convinced the population that the new 
construction was not a post office .
